Goble, who lives in Rapid City, has written and illustrated 40 books, and his newest one, 
published by the South Dakota State Historical Society Press, has just been released 
this week.

Walking Along features six of Goble’s best Iktomi (eek-DOE-mee) stories. Iktomi is the 
Lakota name for the American Indian Trickster who appears in stories from all over the 
North American continent. He is famous for getting into mischief and causing trouble. 
Goble’s stories are full of funny moments, but they also contain important lessons. 
Sicangu  (see-CHAWN-goo) Lakota author Albert White Hat, Sr. has contributed a 
Foreword in which he explains the history of Iktomi and the American Indian tradition of 
oral history.
